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6. Soviet Union The Soviets’ first solid propel- 

lent intercontinental ballistic missile — 
the SS-13 — probably will be operational 
in about six months. There are indica- 
tions that testing is entering an ad- 
vanced stage, and satellite photography 
shows that the first of the new single 
silos being built for it will be com- 
plete by early 1969. Only 31 of the 
new silos have been detected since con- 
struction began in mid-1967 — a much 
slower deployment rate than noted in 
earlier Soviet intercontinental ballis- 
tic missile programs. 
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
